The Acquittal of MeFeriand. 

The result of the MoFamtanp trial 
again brings up in a practical form the 
question whether a man has a right to kill 
the seducer of his wile. Public opinion is 
so united im the belief that the mjured 
husband will not meet with punishmeat at 
the hands of a jury that people now 
consider s trial mm such & case as a mere 
formality; a spectacle made up of stage 
effects, set off with impassioned forensic 
eloquence, rather than an exhibition of the 
strict administration of justice. In the 
MoFaRLaxD case there were few persons 
who advocated a conviction, and probably 
none who expected one. §So universal does 
the sympathy for the accused appear in 
every such case that it would seem that 
public sentiment is in favor of acquitting 
every man who 1s charged with the killing 
of the seducer of those closely connected 
to bim by ties of marriage or consan- 
guinity.

Very few people believe that 
one out of ten of the persons thus acquit, 
ted are really insane, and probably, in nine 
cases out of ten, the juries who bring in

halis. What indications have we had that 
a change in the law is tn progress in rela- 
tion to the casea under consideration? 
Such a reform bas no advocates in the 
profession, and no legislators—not even 
those who do not hesitate to throw them- 
selves far ahead of their times in other 
matters—bave ever proposed a law de- 
claring that, if any man shall kill another, 
under the belie! that the person killed had 
seduced his wile, daughter or sister, he 
shall be excused for so doing. 

It the prevailing, or, if not the prevail- 
ing, certainly the most loudly-anaounced 
popular notion oo this subject is correct, 
then the law should be changed to con- 
form toit. If it is not correct, and the law 
is not to be changed, then the law should 
be enlorced. The present practice is as 
cowardly as the sentiment that induces it, 
and they are both contemptible evasions 
of the truth. The juries, swern to deter- 
mine the cases left to their decision ac- 
cording to the law and the evidence, vio- 
late their oaths to act on testimony which 
they do not believe, in orderto evade the 
law which they have sworn to observe. 

The injurious effects of such a practice 
are too manifest to need much comment. 
Honest men are taught to violate their sa- 
cred oaths, and the people are taught to 
distrust the honesty of the juries. These 
evils reciprocally aggravate each other, 
and together will soon produce a general 
state of corruption in our cpurts. It is the 
peobey of every well-governed country to 
present to its people a code of laws that 
may at least claim for itself the pertection 
of reason and of wisdom, and to instil into 
the minds of the young a feeling of confi- 
dence in the wisdom of its legislation and 
of submission to the majesty of its law. 
How can we, with our practice constantly 
violating the spirit of the law, by means of 
Tying subterfuges, hope to give dignity to 
our code or comfidence to our people? 
How ean we expect either the moral or the 
penal obligation of our criminal laws to 
have weight with the people if public 
opinion ts not only to tolerate the evasion 
of the law, but give its sanctioa to the lie 
by which it is evaded? 


Ascent of a Church Spire. 

The usual quiet of our monotonous 
neighbor at the other end of the mail line 
was considerably interrupted on Monday 
by what the Gazette terms “a {ree per- 
formance at the cathedral” Two Spanish 
brothers, Ropaicuzz by vame, went to 
Father Evwarp Purcect and asked leave 
to put im order the lightning-rod that runs 
up the tall spire of the cathedral at the 
corner of Plum and Eighth streets.

Coming out of 
the spire at one of the Louvre windows 
just above the dial-faces of the tower, the 
men swung a ladder parily by a rope 
dropped down {rom a narrow aperture just 
below the base of the spire and partly by 
its own hooks caught upon the stene 
mokling around the next story abeve of 
the tower. Up this pendulous ladder one 
of the men clambered, banging to the 
rungs like a parrot to its perch. On the 
ledge of the molding the hooks of the 
ladder hung to was a good base of opera- 
tions. A half a dozen ladders were pro- 
vided. One was drawn up and planted on 
the new base and lashed in piace both at 
the top and the bottom. The top touched 
the last ledge of molding in the ascent, 
the base out of which the tower arose. On 
the streets for squares distant along Plum 
im both directions and slong Eighth east- 
wardly witnesses watched the ascent, 
while near the scene the pavements were 
lived with spectators. The two brothers 
were on the scene by this time, and the 
ascent up the spire proper had been com- 
menced.
